Veteran officer passes after courageous 
battle with leukemia 


WILMINGTON - Outside Nichols Funeral Home an ocean 
of blue surrounded the legions of family and friends attend- 
ing the wake of fallen Wilmington Police Patrolman Shawn 
W. Lee Tuesday. 

Lee succumbed to leukemia following a courageous year- 
long battle. His funeral services were held Wednesday morn- 
ing, with a-mass at St. Thomas of Villanova Church and 
interment with Military Honors at Wildwood Cemetery. 

During the wake Wilmington Police Officers formed a pro- 
tective Honor Guard, flanking the entrance to the funeral 
home and standing vigil over the casket while hundreds of 
mourners paid their respects to the fallen veteran police 
officer and his family. 

Lee fulfilled a lifelong dream when he joined the 
Wilmington Police Department in 2001. Previously, he grad- 
uated from Wilmington High School in 1991 whereupon he 
enlisted in the United States Air Force during Operation 
Desert Storm. The decorated veteran was honorably dis- 
charged in 1995 and returned home to Wilmington where he 
began working with the Veterans Hospital in Bedford. 

Lee married Lisa Martino in July of 2001 and began his 
service with the Wilmington Police Department upon 
returning from their honeymoon. During his service with 
the WPD he served as a Field Training Officer, a member of 
the Regional Response Team with the North East 
Massachusetts Law Enforcement Council (NEMLEC), and 
a member of the Honor Guard. 

Lee was the father of two boys, Michael and Patrick Lee. 
He is the son of Donald and Maryann Lee.

Elmore Howe, 
the Silver Lake St. Nick

Puttering around in a tiny 
workshop behind a tiny cot- 
tage on tiny Cottage Street 
in the Silver Lake district is 
a not-so-tiny oldish gentle- 
man who, if he had a beard, 
could easily be mistaken for 
old St. Nick himself. His 
blue eyes twinkle, and his 
hands seem to twinkle, too, 
as they scurry around on 
jobs that would interest any 
do-it-yourselfer. 

That was the lead to a 
story in the Town Crier, Dec. 
26, 1957. The subject was 
Elmore Howe, a retired elec- 
trician who lived at Silver 
Lake. His father, Ralph 
Howe, had a store on Grove 
Avenue at Silver Lake for 
many years. 

Elmore built. a cottage 
where he and his wife Josie 
lived with their two sons, 
Chester and Leland. In back 
he had a craft shop, which 
he built as playhouse for his 
children. Joyce Murray, who 
grew up next door, said the 
shop was bigger than the 
cottage, with two stories. 

The shop was just loaded 
with tools, his crafts, and all 
kinds of railroad memorabil- 
ia. Upstairs there were two 
model train layouts. 

Everyone at the lake knew 
Elmore, who always smoked 
a pipe, as Silver Lake St. 
Nick. If someone needed a 
tool, they’d go see Elmore, 
and he’d find one, some- 
where. If he didn’t have the 
requested tool, he’d come up 
with something else that 
would work. The machinery 
in the shop represented a 
life-time investment. He set 
up a tiny drill press with a

Most of his projects are in 
the line of favors to friends 
and relatives, although he 
would accept fees for work 
on a business basis.

The Howe family goes way 
back. John How settled in 
Sudbury in the 1630’s, and

It doesn’t have to be an oxymoron

WILMINGTON - A former 
Wilmington resident lost 50 
pounds in less than seven 
months and has maintained 
his new weight for more 
than six months using 
Winchester Hospital’s 
Weight Management 
Program. 

Rick Kirmes joined 
Winchester Hospital’s pro- 
gram in November 2010. 

“I am 62, retired and I feel 
100 percent better,” Kirmes 
said. “I really bounced back 
from not being able to do 
much of anything.” 

Kirmes did not have weight 
problems until he moved to 
a desk job at the age of 40. 
The new job restricted his 
normal activity levels and 
he began to change his eat- 
ing habits. He said the 
weight just started coming 
on. 

Kirmes said he tried sever- 
al diet programs, but he 
would regain any lost weight 
within a few months. When 
he reached his highest 
weight of 285 pounds, 
Kirmes sought help from the 
weight management pro- 
gram at Winchester 
Hospital. 

“I finally told myself, 
‘Okay, this is ridiculous.’ At 
that point I was motivated to 
get started,” Kirmes said. 

The most intense part of 
the program is the first 12-16 
weeks, known as “the core”, 
which are very structured. 
Each participant is given a 
specific diet, called HMR, or 
Health Management 
Resources, to follow that

includes meals and shakes, 
purchased through the pro- 
gram, fruits and vegetables. 
Physicians see participants 
every four weeks during the 
core of the program. Heart 
rate, blood pressure, choles- 
terol and weight are all 
monitored. 

Because Kirmes started in 
the program just before the 
holiday season, he avoided 
some parties to help him 
stay focused. His diligence 
paid off quickly; Kirmes lost 
38 pounds in the first 16 
weeks. 

“Although it was difficult, I 
began to see the results 
quickly,” Kirmes said. “I lost 
seven pounds in the first 
week.” 

Once a participant has 
completed the core, he or 
she transitions to the main- 
tenance stage of the pro- 
gram, which is essentially 
the same as the core, but 
participants begin to make 
their own choices regarding 
food. This is the point in the 
program when participants 
are taught to maintain the 
desired weight through diet 
and exercise. This process 
can take several years in 
order to break the bad 
habits that most people have 
formed throughout their 
lives. 

The program offers weekly 
classes to help educate and 
support participants in their 
battle with weight. Kirmes 
said that the classes are 
unique in that everyone 
involved, including the dieti- 
cians, have been through a 
struggle with weight and 
have kept the weight off 
after starting this program. 

Kirmes found out that 
some people who were in his 
core classes had dropped out 
of the program. Although he 
never found out why, he said. 
that he assumed they were.

An idea has been floated that a 
Common Burial area should be set 
aside for the Missing and the 
Unclaimed at a National Cemetery. 

This would 
provide a place to visit and say “Thank 
You for protecting our Freedom”.

Medication disposal 
program at Tewksbury 
Police Department. 


TEWKSBURY - This past 
April and October, the 
Tewksbury Police 
Department joined other 
local police departments 
and the Drug Enforcement 
Agency (D.E.A.) to offer 


_ one day drug take-back ini- 


tiatives to safeguard their 
residents and the environ- 
ment. After participating in 
the D.E.A. sponsored 
National Drug. Take-back 
Programs, and considering 
the upswing in prescription 


drug abuse, it became 
apparent that the 
Tewksbury community 


would benefit from more 
access to this disposal 
process. The Tewksbury 
Police Department will be 
going one step further in ful- 
filling this necessity by 
recently unveiling a perma- 
nent “Unwanted Medication 
Kiosk” in the lobby of the 
Police Department, so that 
citizens can safely dispose 
of expired, unused, and 
unwanted prescription drugs 
as needed. 

This kiosk is a secured, 
locked, and video monitored 
receptacle designed to be a 
collection point for expired, 
unused, and unwanted med- 
ications. There is a slot on 
the front that is capable of 
accepting sealed plastic 
bags containing pills. NO 
liquids or sharp objects may 
be deposited into this kiosk. 
Residents are instructed to 
remove pills from prescrip- 
tion bottles and seal them in 
a plastic “Ziploc” type bag 
before arriving at Police 
Headquarters. Tewksbury 


Police Department will not . 


be supplying materials for 
the disposal of unwanted 
medications nor do they 
want residents to be packag- 
ing the unwanted medica- 
tions in the lobby. The pills 
should be ready for immedi- 
ate deposit into the Kiusk 
upon arrival to the Police 
Department lobby. 

The purchase and installa- 
tion of Tewksbury’s new 


kiosk was grant funded 
through a cooperative part- 
nership between the 
Tewksbury Board of Health, 
the Lowell Health 
Department, and the Upper 
Merrimack Valley Public 
Health Coalition. The fund- 
ing was provided by the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health (MDPH) 
Bureau of Substance Abuse 
Services (BSAS) in an effort 
to reduce opioid overdoses. 
Lowell Health Department is 
one of 15 MassCALL2 com- 
munities that received fund- 
ing from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public 
Health (MDPH) Bureau of 
Substance Abuse Services 
(BSAS). In an effort to 
develop an initiative for the 
proper disposal of prescrip- 
tion drugs, the Lowell Health 
Department received grant 
funding to purchase these 
kiosks. Tewksbury Police 
Department is one of several 
local communities that have 


_taken advantage of this 


opportunity. 

Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the United States 
are increasing at alarming 
rates, especially for 
teenagers who report they 
can easily obtain prescrip- 
tion pills from medicine cab- 
inets in their own and other 
people’s homes. Common 
practice has been for resi- 
dents to dispose of their 
unwanted medication by 
throwing it in the trash or 
toilet. Unfortunately some 
communities are finding 
drug residue in _ surface 
waters and/or water sup- 
plies. 

This is a great service 
being provided and it is 
going to make a positive 
impact on our community. 
The Unwanted Medication 
Kiosk provides an environ- 
mentally safe solution to get 
rid of expired, unused, and 
unwanted medications, keep- 
ing them out of the hands of 
our youth and our water sup- 


ply.

BILLERICA - The recent- 
ly-released Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) results once 
again produced terrific news 
for faculty and staff at 
Shawsheen Valley Technical

Murphy files Mass _ 
Homeowners Protection Act 


BOSTON ~ State 
Representative Charles A. 
Murphy (D-Burlington) 
announced today that he has 
filed legislation to protect 
Massachusetts homeowners 
from the unlawful foreclo- 
sure practices that have 
resulted in many homeown- 
ers illegally losing their 
homes and livelihoods. The 
Massachusetts Homeowners 
Protection Act addresses: 
numerous issues in the land 
recordation process; false 
documentation issues; 
restores integrity to the 
mortgage registration 
process; and allows for crim- 
inal prosecution of those 
who commit illegal foreclo- 

* sures in the Commonwealth. 

“T have read too many sto- 
ries and seen too much evi- 
dence to sit idly by while the 
citizens of the 
Commonwealth, through no 
fault of their own, are being 


foreclosed upon with false 


documentation by the big 
banks without any 
recourse,” said Murphy. “I 
am not anti-bank, I am anti- 
fraud, and that is what this 
bill addresses.” 

In addition to addressing 
the lending and land recor- 
dation systems abuses that 
have resulted from admitted 
“robo-signing” by banks and 
lenders, the bill also man- 
dates that the State 
Treasurer give preference to 
local community banks 
when determining where to 
deposit the funds of the 
Commonwealth. “These 
banks have committed 
fraud, ruined the economy, 
and were bailed out by the 
taxpayers. Why should we 
reward them with the busi- 


ness of the 
Commonwealth?”

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WWII vet earns French top National medal 


Ford appointed “Chevalier” of the French Legion of Honor 


TEWKSBURY - In the 
summer of 1944, the United 
States and its Western 
Allies landed in northern 

“France and began to drive 
“the Nazis from that occu- 

-pied country. Ultimately, 
-they would destroy the 
German National Socialist 
regime. 

Tewksbury resident 
William “Woody” Ford was 
a part of that military oper- 

“ation, and as such he was 
‘recently awarded the 
“French Legion of Honor 
“medal for his exemplary 
"bravery and service in 
‘WWII. 

As explained in Ford’s 
congratulatory letter from 
the French Ambassador, 
Francois Delattre, the 
‘Legion of Honor was creat- 
“ed by Napoleon in 1802 to 
Tecognize -“services ren- 
dered to France by persons 
of great merit.” It is the 
highest honor in France. 
’“They put their lives at 
risk and we will not forget 
their acts of courage,” said 
Christophe Guilhou, the 
French Consulate of Boston 
in a recent presentation 
ceremony for Ford and ten 
others. “Without these 11 
men and women, we would 

“not enjoy the freedom we 

“have today. Their sacrifice 
and courage liberated our 
country from the Nazis.” 

The ceremony, held in 
Worcester, was sponsored 

“by the Veterans of The 

- Battle of The Bulge Central 
Massachusetts Chapter. 
When he presented the 
medals to Ford and the oth- 
ers, Guilhou further 
explained, “They changed 
the course of history, stood 
for values which stand 
today...justice, tolerance 
and freedom.” 

For Ford’s part, he saw 
first hand the devastating 
results of the bloody, and 
often chaotic, push through 
Europe. He was assigned to 
the 107th Evacuation 


Hospital which treated_lit- , 


erally countless wounded 
soldiers, civilians, and now 
free prisoners of war as 
they moved first through 
France, then Belgium, and 
finally into Germany itself. 
Ford was with the unit the 
entire time. Today most 
people would use the term 
MASH unit to describe their 
peration, thinking of the 
‘.onee popular TV show.

Ford first arrived in 
Europe through Ireland in 
March 1944. The hospital 
unit was stationed there 
and in Wales while waiting 
for orders to proceed on. 
During this time, they con- 
tinued training and field 
maneuvers. 

Since there was no official 
base and all they had were 
tents, arrangements were 
made for the soldiers to live 
with local families. Ford 
remembers fondly his expe- 
riences with the people. 
“We were in the field all day 
and ate in a field kitchen, 
but we had time in the 
evenings with our new land- 
lords to have a cup of tea.” 

Eventually the family stay 
would end, and the hospital 
evacuation unit would fol- 
low the invading force into 
Normandy, France. The 
unit landed at Omaha 
Beach on July 12, 1944, thus 
beginning a long, hard road 
as they moved with the rap- 
idly advancing forces to 
support their medical 
needs. 

Ford says, “We were mov- 
ing so fast and so frequent- 
ly that often we didn’t even 
usé tents. We couldn’t set 
up. There’d be no time to 
take them down to move on 
again.” 

Ford energetically 
describes a convoy trip of 
600 miles across Europe fol- 
lowing the US troops while 
they fought to push out the 
Germans. 

“We had to travel at 
night,” he explains. 
“During the day, the roads 
were used by the Red Ball 
Express.” Red_ Ball 
Express refers to the large 
truck convoys moving sup- 
plies to the fighting forces 
on the front lines. 

At one point though, Ford 
tells of a very different tem- 
porary hospital set up dur- 
ing the infamous Battle of 
The Bulge. On December 
17, 1944, the 107th moved 


..into Chateau. Roumont. in 


Libin, Belgium. After five 
months, this would be the 
first time they operated 
from a building. Ford 
describes the chateau as a 
palace. 

“The ballroom and the 
dining room were surgery 
and post op,” the WWII vet 
explains. “There were two 
floors; and doctors, nurses, 
enlisted, anyone who could,

had to transport patients by 
carrying them in cots up 
and down stairs to the 
wards.” He smiles warmly 
as he recalls the team work 
and can-do dedication of his 
old Army unit. 

However, that was a short 
lived experience. He laughs 
as he tells of having to leave 
after just three days 
because the Germans were 
coming. But overall, the 
move was in the right direc- 
tion as the Allies continued 
to drive Hitler’s army back. 
The 107th pressed on in sup- 
port, operating wherever 
necessary. Eventually they 
entered Germany itself. In 
March 1945, they opened 
their first hospital on 
German soil. 

The evacuation hospital 
kept moving with the 
advancing forces, until 
finally the war ended. Ford 
was in Regensburg, 
Germany on May 7, 1945 
when hostilities stopped. 

“The GIs were outside 
with their guns firing up in 
the air. It was like it was 
the 4th of July,” he says 


regarding the last day of 


the war. Officially the war 
would end the next day, but 
the fighting stopped May 7. 

Soon the 107th Evacuation 
Hospital would return to the 
US. Ford explains that 
there was a point system 
developed to return soldiers 
based on years in service, 
the situation back home, 
and such. The whole unit 
didn’t leave at once.

Now 90 years old, Ford is 
an articulate, vibrant man 
with a charming personali- 
ty. As expected he has 
some health issues associ- 
ated with age. He has some 
hearing loss and a signifi- 
cant eyesight problem. But 
he remains upbeat and 
independent. He definitely 
relies _on_ his religi d 


ee ee 
ened 


faith. Prayer is part of his 
daily routine. 

“I’m disappointed,” he 
says, “but not discouraged.” 
His disappointment refers 
to the things he cannot do 
as well as he would like 
such as reading. But the 
self proclaimed optimist, 
doesn’t stop pressing 
ahead. For example, he

Vote passes 
for new high school 
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numbers even further by 
pointing out that the average 
homeowner. in Wilmington 
will be paying an extra $13.68 
each month, or $3.15 each 
week for the new high 
school. 

“It’s a burden worth con- 
suming,” Caira said. 

Kristin Regan, a 
Wilmington resident of 13 
years, said she is happy to 
pay the extra taxes. 

*T think that it is a wise 
investment to accommodate 
the academic, social and 
athletic needs of our chil- 
dren and future genera- 
tions,” Regan said. 

Some residents presented 
arguments against the new 
high school stating concerns 
about the oil that is still 
under the current high 
school, the potential uses of 
the current high school if it 
were to be left standing and 
possible damage to the sur- 
rounding wetlands. 

Walter assured that the 
project was in compliance 
with federal, state and local 
environmental protection 
laws and regulations. It has 
also been determined that 
demolishing the current high 
school is the most efficient 
and cost-effective option. 

After the staggering 1,426 


to 31 vote in favor of Article 
1, a motion to reconsider the 
article failed. 

The second article pulled 
for vote was Article 6, which 
sought to preserve the cur- 
rent Wilmington High 
School. This article could 
have undermined the pro- 
gression of the new high 
school regardless of the 
approval of Article 1. 

Article 6 failed in both the 
original vote and the motion 
to reconsider. 

Residents also approved 
Article 2 giving the Town of 
Wilmington permission to 
acquire a small piece of land 
owned by First Baptist 
Church of Wilmington. The 
Town and the church have 
been operating within an 
agreement allowing the 
Town use of the property for 
school purposes for many 
years. 

Caira commended the 
Wilmington community for 
coming together to support 
the new high school. 

“I’m so proud of the 
tremendous cross-section of 
community members from 
five months to 50 years and 
older for their incredible 
demonstration of support,” 
Caira said. “The community 
typically does the right 
thing.”

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WHS Boys Hoop Team Preview

The long, very enjoyable 

ride in the Cape Ann League 
is over. During the stretch 
from the 1995-’96 season 
until this past 2010-11 sea- 
son, the Wilmington High 
School Boys Basketball 
team reeled off nine league 
championships during that 
span, including sharing the 
title this past February. But 
a week after winning that 
elite title, the Wildcats were 
upset in the first round of 
the first round of the 
Division 2 North sectional 
tournament to Winchester, 
who will now become a new 
rival as the Wildcats shift 
gears to the Middlesex 
League. 
--As Wilmington opens the 
season at home this Friday 
night against Woburn, the 
Wildcats will bring lots of 
talented basketball players 
to the floor each and every 
night. These Wildcats are 
poised veterans, who can 
shoot, can score and who 
can play. 

“We return nine players 
and four starters,” said head 
coach Joe Maiella, whose 
team finished 17-4 last year. 
“We are a veteran team, 
we’re going to start five sen- 
iors. We really ‘have six 
starters as James Wilkinson 
will be our first guy off the 
bench, but he’s basically 
one of the starters. We’re 
excited about the year. We 
have a lot of experience and 
we feel like this could be the 
right year to start in the 
Middlesex League.” 

~The 2011-12 Wildcats will 
be led by its three senior 
captains, Kyle Albanese, 
Tim McCarthy and Vinny 
Scifo. Fellow seniors Cole 
Peffer and John Parsons are 
the other two starters on the 
team. The Wildcats return 
the tremendous backcourt 
with Scifo and McCarthy. 
Seifo is a two-time Cape Ann 
League All-Conference 
selection, who last year 
averaged 18.3 points per 
game. McCarthy is a dyna- 
mite shooter as well, and 
was also voted all-league 
last year as a junior, and he 
can really bury the three: 
pointers. But the talent does- 
n’t stop there. Peffer 
became so valuable to the 
team last year as its sixth 
man, and some nights 
became the team’s hottest 
outside shooter. Standing in 
at 6-4, he’ll join Albanese at 
6-3 and John Parsons at 6-1, 
as three intimidating figures 
underneath the boards. 

“We're going to be big - not 
overly big but we’re going to 
start Cole at the three, and 
then we’re playing John 
Parsons and Kyle Albanese 
together and we’ve never 
‘played them together before 
so that’s going to add some 
toughness and athleticism,” 
said Maiella. “We’re going to 
play John on the perimeter. 
He has really improved on 
his perimeter skills and 
that’s going to help us. He 
played on a very good AAU 
team over the summer and

really improved overall as a 
player. He’s a different play- 
er. He can handle the ball 
inside, he can take it to the 
hoop and he can take a 15- 
foot jumper. 

“Kyle has totally reshaped 
his body and it’s just unbe- 
lievable what he has done. 
He’s so athletic - that run he 
made at the Thanksgiving 
Football game he couldn’t 
have done that two years 
ago and he’s just a com- 
pletely different person and 
a lot of people may not even 
recognize him.” 

While the starting five are 
set, Maiella said the team 
has big plans for junior 
James Wilkinson. 

“He’s 6-2 and he’ll be the 
first guy off the bench for 
us, but with the minutes 
he’ll play he’s more like a 
Sixth starter,” said the 
Coach. “The one thing I’m 
Worried about is we can be 
Susceptible against pres- 
sure. But we’ll adjust to that 
and we’ll bring Wilkinson in 
if we have to but I think we 
need to go big. The biggest 
difference playing in the 
Middlesex League will be 
size - teams here all have 
size and we’re going to need 
to be able to match up 
against that. Parsons is just 
a physical Specimen, and 
Kyle and Cole have really 
done well adding strength 


over the summer, and even 


’ Timmy and Vinny are physi- 


cally stronger.” 

Those six players will sure- 
ly log a lot of minutes on the 
court this season, but at the 
same time Maiella knows 
how important it is to 
lengthen the bench and get 
some help which the team is 
going to need. 

“We have to develop the 
bench. We’re looking for a 
back-up point guard. Phil 
Lentini and Tyler Vibert are 
battling it out there and they 
are competing so they can 
spell Timmy and Vinny. 
We’re looking for those guys 
to step up so we can spell 
Timmy and Vinny. Kyle 
Peach is a senior, and he’ll 
come off the bench. He can 
help us because he can shoot 
the three-pointer. There will 
be certain times in games 
when teams play zone 
against us, and we’ll need 
him because he can shoot 
the three. We just need to 
develop our bench and get 
those guys ready so they can 
help us.” 

Phil Lentini, Peach and 
Jamie Mara a 6-3 forward, 
are the other seniors on the 
team. Juniors include Justin 
MacKinnon, Tim Woods, 


Steve Colangelo, Vibert, 
Tom  Letellier, | Marco 
Zapallo and Colin Doherty. 


Over the last decade or so, 
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Wilmington has cashed in on 
playing pressure defense, 
and Maiella said this year 
the team won’t play such an 
up tempo defensive style as 
in years past, and for good 
reasons. 

“We’re going to play man- 
to-man but we probably 
won’t press as much,” he 
said. “I can’t risk having 


my key guys get into foul - 


trouble or commit silly 
fouls. But we’ll press at 
times but we don’t want our 
key guys to pick up silly 
fouls or have three fouls by 
halftime.” 

The change to the 
Middlesex League, not only 
brings out new opponents, 
but every game the boys will 
follow the Wilmington 
Varsity Girls, who play at 
5:30 with the boys at 7:00 pm. 

“We love going into the new 
league,” said Maiella. “It’s 
going to be a different world 
for us. I tell the kids it’s like 
we’re going to be playing in 
the Big East - every game, 
every team can beat any 
team but if you happen to 
lose a game, you’re going to 
have to be able to bounce 
back. In the past when we 
weren’t used to losing, we 
would get down for a couple 
of days but when it happens 
this year, we’re going to 
have to be able to bounce 
back right away and go after

that next game. That’s going 
to be very important for us 
to be able to bounce back 
from a loss - we have to get 
ready for the next game and 
that’s how the Middlesex 
League is going to be.

Besides 
that the annual X-Mas tour- 
nament will feature 
Tewksbury, Shawsheen Tech 
and Littleton, who replaces 
Burlington. Finally 
Wilmington has two non- 
league games with Billerica 
and Tewksbury. But for now, 
all eyes are on competing in 
the ML Small. 

“Burlington is going to be 
very good but everyone is 
locking up Wakefield as the 
front runner,” said Maiella. 
“Everyone seems to be talk- 


ing up Wakefield as the team 
to beat. Melrose has a kid 
who is a sophomore and 
who'll be a scholarship play- 
er, and I don’t buy the fact 
that Watertown is down. 
They are always good even 
though they lost 12 seniors 
from last year. They have an 
unbelievable coach and their 
program is always there. 
Then Stoneham has a new 
young coach and he’s going 
to do a good job there get- 
ting them improved, so I 
think every team in the 
small school will be tough. 

“The large school everyone 
is very good, everyone. 
Winchester lost a big kid but 
they’ll be very tough, 
Woburn, Reading, Belmont 
and Arlington will all be 
very strong and Lexington is 
always right up there (as 
one of the top teams in 
Division 1).”

The Shawsheen Tech Girls

It was a great year for the

that they bring back much of 
last year’s squad as they look 
to take the next step and 
improve on all they accom- 
plished last season.

While Shawsheen will cer- 
tainly miss the services of 
departed CAC All-Star Jess 
Houghton as well as Taylor 
Marshall and even Allyson 
Trayah, who missed most of 
the season with an injury they 
are very happy with what 
they return to the team. 
Point guard Kim Barriss, 
the CAC MVP, along with CAC 


All-Stars center Stephanie 
Champoux of Tewksbury and 
forward Julie Russell will 
return to lead the Lady Rams 
in their quest for post season 
glory. 

“Last year I think we over- 
achieved and I was very 
pleased with what we did,” 
Shawsheen coach _ Dick 
Barriss said. “Ally, Taylor 
and Jess provided great lead- 
ership for us and that was a 
big reason for our success. 

“But at the same time we 
are very excited about the 
players we are bringing back. 
Any time you can bring back 
the league MVP along with 
two All-Stars and a good 
group of kids who saw a lot of 
playing time last year like we 
are, you have to be happy.” 

One thing that will be differ- 
ent for the Lady Rams as they 
head into this season will be 
the expectations for this 
group as opposed to last year.

“NEW YEAR'S EVE” IN THE BIG APPLE 


“NEW 


EAR’S EVE” CELEBRATES love, hope, 


forgiveness, second chances and fresh starts in 
intertwining stories in New York City. It’s overall 
plot (if you can call it that) involves several story 
lines with cameos by well-known actors. 


“NEW YEAR’S EVE” 
GRADE: ** 


The type of movie that 
. ‘New Year’s Eve’ is - a 
parade of top stars, all play- 
ing brief roles in small sto- 
rylines that all circle 
around a central theme or 
event - is usually a waste of 
time. This one is a little bet- 
ter than most, likely thanks 
to the comedic storytelling 
expertise of director Garry 
Marshall. 

‘New Year's Eve’ cele- 
brates love, hope, forgive- 
ness, second chances and 
fresh starts, in the inter- 
twining stories told amidst 
the pulse and promise of 
New York City on the most 
dazzling night of the year. 

Marshall gets good per- 
formances from some mem- 
bers of his cast, like Zac 
Efron, Katherine Heigl, Jon 
Bon Jovi, and Michelle 
Pfeiffer, doing her best to 
imitate a Diane Keaton 
from about 20 years ago. 

The overall plot (if you 
can call it that) involves 
several smaller storyline 
(eight in all) about people 
on New Year's Eve, lossely 
tied together by.

Martin Scorcese uses the

Throughout his extraor- 
dinary career, Scorcese, an 
Academy Award-wining 
director, has brought his 
unique vision and dazzling 
gifts to life in a series of 
unforgettable films. This 
holiday season the leg- 
endary storyteller has 
issued an invitation to join 
him on a journey to a magi- 
cal world with his first-ever 
3-D film, based on Brian 
Selznick's award-winning, 
imaginative New York 
Times best-seller, "The 
Invention of Hugo Cabret."

Wilmington closer to new high school 


By AMANDA GELDHOF 


WILMINGTON - More than 4,900 voters 
turned out at the Special Town Election on 
Tuesday night leading to a 76 percent vote in 
support of the Article 1 debt exclusion for a 
new Wilmington High School. 

Wilmington School Superintendent Joanne 
Benton was thrilled with the number of resi- 
dents who decided to vote Tuesday. 

“Many more voters came out than I thought 
would and I think that tells us the community 
believes in us,” Benton said. 

Town clerk Sharon George said that she has 
never seen such a high voter turnout in her 
tenure as Town Clerk. George has been in her 
position since March of 2006. 

Maryann Donovan, a mother and resident of 
more than 20 years, voted in favor of the debt 
exclusion. 

“A big factor is the accreditation issue. If we 
lose accreditation, it would mean huge implica- 
tions for the entire community. Parents and 
students would have to start looking at other 
options,” Donovan said. 

More than 3,700 residents voted in favor of 
Article 1, which allows a 25-year long property 
tax increase that, according to Public Forum 
IV, presented on Oct. 13, 2011, would increase 
the average homeowner’s annual tax bill by 
approximately $164. That figure is based on a 
single-family home valued at $357,000. 

“This is a tremendous victory for the Town. 
I couldn’t be more delighted,” Town Manager 
Michael Caira said. 

Several young students were at Town Hall 
on Tuesday anxiously awaiting the results. 

Steve Valenti, a junior at Wilmington High 
School, said he was excited to see voters 
approve Article 1. He said he will be glad to see 
the “boxed-in classrooms” and “dingy hall- 
ways” go with the demolition of the old build- 


ing. 
Valenti serves as a student body member on 
the High School Student Advisory Council. 
Despite the high voter turnout and over- 
whelming support for Article 1, Superintendent 
Benton is not quite ready to celebrate the vic- 


tory. 

“I am thrilled with the voter turnout today, 
but we need the votes on Saturday as well,” 
Benton said on Tuesday. “Come out and vote on 
Saturday, too, even if you didn’t vote 
[Tuesday]. Then we can celebrate.” 

The Town will hold a Special Town Meeting 
beginning at 10:30 a.m. on Saturday, Dec. 10 in 
the Wilmington High School gymnasium to 
appropriate the funds for the project. Unlike 
the Special Town Election, the Special Town 
Meeting needs a two-thirds majority vote to 


pass. 

At the Special Town Meeting, voters will 
decide whether to appropriate the total project 
budget of $82.68 million according to the 
Project Scope and Budget Recommendation 
presented at the High School Building 
Committee meeting on Nov. 17th. 

Part of the total budget, $1.13 million, was 
previously authorized for design and project 
management. So voters will decide if another 
$81.56 million should be spent on the new high 
school project. 

On Wed., Nov. 16th the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority (MSBA) approved 
the endowment of a $37.99 million grant to the 
Town of Wilmington to help fund the high 
school project. The town would be responsible 
for providing $44.19 million, which would be 
paid for by the temporary tax increase that 
voters approved on Tuesday. 

Robert Hayes, who is on both the School 
Committee and the High School Building 
Committee, emphasized the importance of 
votes on Saturday. 

“I can’t stress enough that this i is not a done 
deal,” Hayes said. “I’m relieved and excited, 
but this is only half-time and the second half 
starts on Saturday.” 

If the Special Town Meeting does not get the 
required two-thirds majority vote to pass, the 
Town will lose the $37.99 million MSBA grant. 

Valenti, who is too young to vote, said, “I 
think there should be some concern, and I hope 
people will turn up to vote, but I think the res- 
idents will vote for the new high school.”
